eloquent  and  burning  lips,  and  the  descendants  of 
those  who  were  here  in  feebleness  and  peril— of 
those  of  the.  dark  and  early  time — were  among 
the  first  to  gather  around  that  table,  and  to  sign, 
as  it  were,  with  their  blood,  that  great  charter, 
which  was  sealed  by  victory  and  bequeathed  to 
their  children,  and  which,  we  trust,  is  never  to  be 
blotted  by  tyranny  or  torn  by  disunion.

L-t  us  turn  from  one  great  field  of  the  eaily  his¬ 
tory  of  our  country  to  another.  The  Puritans  of 
England,  stern  in  their  independence,  and  con- 
scieriiious  in  tlieir  iiun-conforniity,  “  harrassed 
by  imprisonments,  search  warrants,  tiivial  perse¬ 
cutions,  and  the  various  malice  of  intolerance,” 
first  turned  their  pilgrim  feet  to  the  shores  of 
Holland.  They  landed  in  Amstetdam  and  dwelt 
in  Leyden.  Would  you  have  told  me  at  that  time 
(hat  from  the  sterile  and  ice-bouud  shores  of  New- 
England,  there  should  go  forth  an  influence  pour¬ 
ing  light  upon  the  world — destroying  mitres  and- 
convulsing  thrones  ?  What  turned  the  feet  of  the 
pilgrim  from  Holland  ?  What  put  it  into  his 
heart  to  take  up  the  ark  of  religious  liberty  and^ 
bear  it  across  t’se  stormy  Atlantic,  and  to  kindle* 
its  spark  in  the  forest  where  the  red  man  dwelt  ? 
In  Holland,  says  the  historian  which  we  have  be¬ 
fore  quoted — “  they  were  restless  from  the  coo- 
sciousuess  of  ability  to  act  a  more  important  part 
upon  the  theatre  of  the  worhi.”  Did  not  He  who 
moves  the  springs  of  mind,  create  the  suggestion, 
and  was  it  not  natural  that,  in  their  anxious 
thought,  their  eyes  should  be  turned  to  the  new 
world  ?  Its  rocks  would  make  their  everJasiing 
altais;  its  forests  their  bioad  free  temples;  its 
hills  and  its  vallies  their  homes,  which  should  be 
heritages  ol  liberty,  whence  their  principles  should 
go  forth  to  triumph  and  enlighten,  and  where  their 
children  should  rear  up  their  banners,  and  wor¬ 
ship  at  their  shrines  forever.  “  Out  of  small  be¬ 
ginnings.”  said  Bradford,*  “  great  ends  have  been 
produced,  and  as  one  small  candle  may  light  a 
thousand,  so  the  light  here  kindled  bath  shown 
to  many.”  ’*  I  charge  you,”  said  Robinsonf  in 
his  farewell,  “  before  God  and  his  blessed  angels, 
that  you  follow  me  no  farther  than  you  have  seen 
me  follow  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  Lord  has 
more  truth  yet  to  break  forth  out  of  his  holy  word. 
I  can  not  sufficiently  bewail  the  condition  of  the 
reformed  churches,  who  are  come  to  a  period  in 
religion,  and  will  go  at  present  no  further  than 
the  instriimeDls  of  their  reformation.  Luther  and 
Calvin  were  great  and  shining  lights  in  their  times, 
yet  they  penetrated  not  into  the  whole  counsel  of 
God.  I  beseech  you,  remember  it,  ’tis  an  article 
of  your  church  covenant,  that  you  be  ready  to 
receive  whatever  truth  shall  be  made  known  to 
yon  from  the  written  word  of  God.” 

Such  were  Ihe  great  hopes,  the  dauntless  en¬ 
ergies,  the  lofty  prinriples,  which  Bradford, 
Standish  and  Winslow  bore  with  them  into  the 
wilderness.  Such  were  the  causes  that  nerveil 
them  on  amid  the  icy  wave  and  the  Wintcrsleet — 
that  made  the  strong  prayer  to  ascend,  and  the 
song  of  praise  to  swell  out  from  that  feeble, 
storm-tossed  bark,  going  up  amid  the  wild  waste 
of  waters  to  the  high  Heaven  atid  the  omnipotent 
God,  who  was  their  guide  and  shield  !  These 
were  the  influences  that  made  the  snow -clad 
earth,  and  the  naked  forest,  and  the  ice-buog 
rocks,  bleak  as  they  were,  to  brighten  to  their  vi¬ 
sion,  who  landed  upon  the  shore  of  Plymouth,  oi^ 
the  eleventh  of  December,  1620*

'I'iie 
mathematician  was  puzzled,  and  for  a  long  time  could 
;  not  invent  any  method  of  solving  the  question  ;  till  one 
'  day  he  got  into  a  tub  of  water  to  bathe,  and  observing 
i  the  water  ran  out  of  the  ves.sel  as  he  entered  it,  he  cuii- 
I  ceived  that  die  quantity  ol  water  displaced  by  his  body 
i  would  he  equal  to  it  in  bulk.
